Fawkes came into our company,newly returned, 
and ſaluted vs. This is the Geatleman, fayd Sir 
tVifiam,that you wiſhed for, and ſo we embraccd 
againe. I told him ſome good friends of hs wi- 
ſhed his company 1n Ezglaxd, and thar if he plea-

meeteth by the way) andalfo that they be- 
ginning firſt this braue ſhewe in one part of 
the countrey,ſhould by their Sympathy and 
example ſtirre vp and encourage the reſt of 
their Religion in other parts ot England to 
riſe, as they had done there. But when they 
had gathered their force to the greateſt, they 
came not to the number of foureſcore, & yet 
were they troubled all the houres of the by 
to keepe and containe their owne ſeruants 
from ſtealing from them ; who (notwithſtan. 
ding ofall their care) dayly let them, being 
farre inferior to Gedeons hoſte in number,but 
farre more in faith or wltneſle of quarell, 

And ſo after that this Catholicke troupe 
had wandered a while through Tarwicke 
ſhire to Worceſter ſhire, and from thence to 
the edge and borders ot Stafford ſhire , this 
callantly armed band had not the honour at - 
the laſt to be beaten with a Kings Lieutenant 
or extraordinary Commailsioner fent downe 
for the purpoſe , but onely by the ordinary 
Shurifte of Worceſter ſhire were they all bea- 
ten,killed,taken and diſperfed. Wherein ye 
haue to note this following circumſtance fo 


admira- 


late intended Treaſon. 
admirable,and fo viuely diſplaying the great- 
neſle of Gods iuſtice , as t could not be con- 
cealed without betraying in a maner the glos 
ry dueto the Almightie tor the ſame. 


Although duers of the Kings Proclamati- 


ons were poſted downe after theſe Traitors 
with all che ſpeede poſsible, declaring the 0- 
diouſnefſle of that bloody attempr, the nece(- 
ſitie to haue had Percy preſerucd alive, if it 
had been poſsible,and the affembly together 
of that rtghtly damned crew, now no more 
darned Conſptrators , but open and auowed 
Rebels:yet the far diſtance of the way(which 


was aboue an hundred mules ) together with 


the extreme deepenefle thereof, wyned allo - 


with theſhortneſle of the day, was the cauſe 
that. the heartie and louing aftections of the 
Kings good Subiedts in thoſe parts preuen- 
ted i {peed of his Proclamations. For v OIL 
the third day atter the flying downe of theſe 
Rebels,which was ypon the Friday next after 
the diſcouerie of their Plot, they were moſt 
of them all ſurprized by the Shuifte of Wor- 
ceſter- {hire at Holbeach, about the noone of 
the day, and thatin manner following.

houſe ulf the nextmorning after the attempt 
ſhould haue beene putin execution, hethen 
laying his accomprt without his Holt (as che 
prouerbe 1s) thattheir Plothad, without fai- 
ling, receiued the day betore their hoped for 
ſucceſle;Tooke,or rather ſtole out thofe hor 
ſes (as I laid before) tor enabling him, and ſo 
many of that fouleſle ſocietie that had ſtil re. 
mained in the Countrey neere abour him,to 
make a ſudden ſurpriſe ypon the Kings elder 
daughter, the Lady E L1zABE TH, hauing 
her reſidence nere by thatplace, whom they 
thought to haue vſed forthe colouroftheir 
treacherous deſsigne ( His Maicttic her fa- 
ther, hermother,and male children being all 
deſtroyed aboue.) And totiis purpoſe allo 
had that-Nimrod Digby , prouidedhis hun-

Now the violent taking away of thoſe hor- 
fes long before day, did {eeme to be {o great 
aryot in the eyes of the, Common people, 
that knewe of no greater myltery : And the 
bold atcempting thereof did ingender ſuch a 
ſuſpicion of ſome following Rebellion in the 
hearts of the wiſer ſort, as bothgreat and 
{mall began to ſtirre and arme themlſelues, 
vpon this vnlooked for accident. Amon 
whom Sir Fulke Greuill the elder, Knighr,as 
became, one both ſo ancient m yeeres and 
good reputation , and by his Oifice being 
Deputie Lieutenant of Warwicke- ſhire, 
though vnhable inhis body, yet by the zeale 
and true feruencie of his nunde , did firſt ap- 
prehend this torefaid Riot to be nothing but 
tae ſparkles and ſure mdices of a following 
Rebellion; whereupon both ſtoutly aud ho. 
neltly hee rooke order to get tato his owne 
hands, the Mumition and Armor of all ſuch 
Gentlemen abour him, as were enther abſent 
from their owne houſes , or in doubtfull 
ouard ; Ard alſo ſent ſuch direction to the 
Townes about him,as thereupon did follow 
the ſtriking of Winter by a poore Snuth, who

. hadlikewile bene taken by thoſe vulgar peo” 


ple, but that he was reſcued by the reſt of his 


company,who perceiuing that the Countrey 


before them had notice ot them, haſtened a- 
way with lofle in their owne ſight , Sixteene 
of their folowers being taken by the Townel- 
men , and ſent preſently to the Sheriffe at 
Warwicke , and from thence to London. 

But before twelue or {ixteene houres paſt,

rance that their maine Plot was failed and 


bewrayed , whereupon they had builded 
the golden mountaines of their glorious 


hopes : They then tooke their laſt deſperate

told. Butas vpon the one part , the zealous 


duety to their God and their Souereigne was 


ſo deepely imprinted in the hearts of all the 
meanelt and poorelt ſort of the prope (al-

'rie then ſuch publike pusbehauiours, as their 


owne eyes taught them)as notwithitanding 
of their faire ſhewes and pretence of their

ate intended 1 reaſon. 

Catholicke cauſe, no creature , man or wo- 
man throughall the Countrey , would once 
ſo much as give them willingly a cup of 
drinke, or any ſort of comtort or ſupport,but 
with execrations deteſted them : So on the 
other part, the Shiriftes ofthe Shares, where- 
' through they wandered, conuening their 

people with all (peede poſsible, hunted as 
hotly atter them, as the cuilnefle of the way, 
and the vnprouidedneſle of their people vp- 
on that ſudden could permit them. Ando 
at laſt after Sir Richard Yerney, Shirifle of 
IWarwicke ſhire, had carefully and ſtraightly 
beene in chaſe of them to the confines of his 
Countie , part of the meaner fort being alſo 
apprehended by him : Sir Richard Walſh 
Shurifie of Worceſter ſhire did ikewiſe dueti- 
tully and hotly purſue them thorowe his . 
Shire; And hauing gotten ſure tryall of their

taking harbour at the houſe abouenamed, 


hee did ſend Trumpetters and Meſlengers 
to them, commaunding them in the Kings 
name to render vnto him , his Maieſties mi- | 
niſter; and knowing no more art thattime 


of their guilt then was publikely viſible ,

The preparation 
to aHaulr the 
houſe, 
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did promiſe vpon their duetifull and obedi- 
ent rendring vnto hin , to intercede at the 
Kings handes tor the ſparing of their lives: 
Who recewed onely trom them this {corne- 
full anſwere (they being better witneſles to 
themſelues of their inward euill confctences) 
That he had neede of better aſsiſtance , then of 
thoſe few numbers that were with him, before he 
could be able to commaund or comptroll them. 

But here tel the wonderous worke ot Gods 
Tuſtice , That while this meſlage paſſed be- 
rweene the Sherifte and them, The Sheriftes 
and his peoples zeale being wuſtly kindled 
and augmented by their arrogant auſwere, 
and fo they preparing themſelues to giue a 
furious aflault; and the other partie making 
themſelues ready within the Tate to per- 
forme their promule by a defence as reſolute; 
[tpleaſed God that in the mending of the fire 
in their chamber,one ſmall ſparke ſhould flie 
out, and light among leſſethen two pound 
weight of Powder, which was drying a little 
from the chimney ; which beeing thereby

1uſtly punithed them with that ſame Inſtru- one hot procee- 
nem,which they ſhould haue vſed tor the ef- fer nm 
tectuating of fo great a ſinne, according to 
the old Latin faying, In quo peccamus,in eodemt 
leftimur ; as they preſeatly ( ſee the won- 
deriull power of Gods Iuſtice ypon guiltie 
conſciences ) did all fall downe vpon their 
knees, praying G ©D' to pardon them for 
their bloody enter Prize 3 : And thereafter g1- 
ung ouer any turtner debate, ge i 
gate , {uttered rhe Sheriftes peopleto ruſh in 
F Jaiouſly among them,8 deſperately ſought 
taeir oOWne preſent deſtruction; Thethree 
ſpecials of them 1oyning backs together, 
( atesbie , Percy , and Winter, whereof two

with one ſhot, ( atesby and Percy were ſlaine, 
and the third, Winter,taken and ſaued aliue. 
And thus thele reſolute and high aſpi- 
ring Catholikes, who dreamed of no lefle 
then the de{traction of Kings & kingdomes, 
and pronuſed to themſelues no lower eſtate 
then the gouernment of greatand ancient 
Monarchues ; were nuferably deteated, ard 
quite ouerthrowne 1n an 1nſtant, falling in 
| the pitwhich they had prepared tor others; 
and fo tulfilling, that ſentence which his 
Maieſtie did in amanner prophecie of them 
in his Oration to the Parliament: ſome pre- 
ſently ſlaine, others deadly wounded , {trip- 
ped of their clothes, lett lying miſerably na- 
ked, and fo dying rather of colde, then of 
the danger of their wounds;aud the reſt that 
either werewhole, or bur lightly hurt, taken 
and led priſoners by the Sheriffe the ordi- 
narie miniſter of Iuttice, to the Gaole,the or- 
dinarieplace euen of the baſe{t malefacors, 
where they remamed ll their ſending vp 
toLondon , beeing met with a huge conflu=

generally all ſorts of people to fatiate and fill 
their eyes with the f1ghr of them , whom in 
their hearts they ſo tarre admired and dete- 
{ted : Seruing fo tor a fearetull and publike 
ſpectacle of Gods fierce wrath and uſt indig- 
nation. | 
What hereafter will be done with them,is. 
to be lett to the Iuſtice of his Maieſty and the 
State . Which as no good Subie&t needes to 
doubt will bee performed in the owne due 
tine by a publike and an exemplarie punſh- 
ment: $0 as wee all that are fairhtull and 
humble ſubiects, great cauſe to pray earneſt- 
ly tothe Almighrie,thatit wil pleaſe him who 
harh the hearrs of all Princes 1n his hands, to 
put it in his Maicſttes heart to make {uch a 
concluſion of this Tragedie to the Traytors, 
but tragicomedie to the King and all his true 
Subiects; as thereby the olory of God and his 
true Religion may bee aduanced, the future 
ſecuritie of the King and his eftate procured 
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and prouided'tor \ all hollow and vahoneſt 


hearrs diſcovered and preuented , and thus 
horrible attempt (lacking due epithites) to 


bee ſo 1uſtly auenged , That where they

in Rome to haue but one necke, and fo by 
the violent force of Powder to breake vp as 
with a Pettard our triple locked peacetull 
gates of Janus, which (God be chanked) they 
could not compaſle by any other meanes; 
they may 1uſtly bee ſo recompenſed tor their 
truely viperous intended Parricide, as the 
ſhame and infanue that otherwiſe would 
lightypon this whole Nation, for hauing vn- 
fortunately hatched ſuch Cockatrice eyges, 
may be repaired by the execution of tamous 
and honourable 1uſtice ypoa the oftendours, 
and fo the Kingdome purged of them , may 
hereafter perpetually flouriſh un peace and 
proſperitie, by the happie coniunction of the 
hearts of all honeſt and true Subie&s , with
